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Mum confessed to 
killings, court told 


A MOTHER stabbed to 
death her two teenage 
daughters as they slept in 
their beds to “wreak hav¬ 
oc” on her ex-husband, a 
court heard. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 41, is 
accused of murdering Jas¬ 
mine Baker, 13, and Davina 
Baker, 16, at her home in 
Stretham. 

As her trial began at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Monday, prosec¬ 
utors said the “significant measure 
of planning” that went into the 
killings - with Kumari-Baker buying 
the knives from a Cambridge super¬ 
market two days beforehand - 
means they should be judged as 
murder. 

Davina, a student at Cambridge 
Regional College, tried to shield 
herself from her mother’s attack but 
sustained 39 stab wounds in her 
chest, neck, back, arms, hands and 
fingers, the court heard. 

John Farmer, for the prosecution, 
said the attack on Davina became 
“frenzied”, as Kumari-Baker had 
“geared herself up” for it. 

The court heard that Kumari- 
Baker telephoned a friend hours 
after the killings, saying: “I’ve killed 
the kids. The children are dead.” 

Kumari-Baker is also alleged to 
have told her friend: “It’s terrible. At 
least the children are safe now. No- 
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body else can hurt them.” 

Mr Farmer said the killings took 
place against a backdrop of Kumari- 
Baker’s unhappiness over access 
arrangements to her children and a 
failed love affair, as well as resent¬ 
ment at a successful relationship 
enjoyed by her ex-husband, David 
Baker, the girls’ father. 

Mr Farmer told jurors: “You may 
think it is a pretty atrocious thing to 
do to sneak up on someone asleep - 
particularly your daughter - and 
stab them. You have got to psych 
yourself up. Once you’ve started ... 
She wasn’t going to stop.” 

Kumari-Baker, formerly of The 
Crofters, Stretham, denies murder. 

She will raise a defence of dim¬ 
inished responsibility on the 
grounds of a “severe abnormality of 
mind”, which would lead to lesser 
charges of manslaughter if proved, 
the court heard. 

The killings took place on June 
13,2007. 

Mr Farmer said there had been 
“turbulence” between Kumari- 
Baker and Davina, with Davina 
having a history of “unacceptable 
behaviour”. 

Kumari-Baker was resentful of Mr 
Baker’s new partner and concerned 
about “the fact that her daughters 
were spending time in the same 


household as that woman”, the 
court heard. 

Her own new relationship, with 
Jeff Powell, the owner of a furniture 
business in Cottenham, had 
“floundered”, as had her work as a 
waitress at the Bridge Hotel in 
Waterbeach, Mr Farmer said. 

He told the court that with these 
matters “accumulating”, “it is plain 
her mind turned to killing these two 
daughters”. 

Mr Farmer added: “These 
deaths did not occur in a fit of 
rage, they did not occur on a 
reaction to a sudden occurrence - 
it is something that has evolved in 
her mind over time.” 

On June If, Kumari-Baker 
bought some knives from Asda on 
Coldham’s Lane, Cambridge, the 
court heard. 

She also organised an outing to 
the Lakeside shopping centre in 
Essex for her daughters on June J J, 
with the three of them making the 
trip together.

Mr Farmer said this was an attempt 
to ensure the girls were “available to be 
killed”. Arriving home late would 
mean the girls had to stay at their 
mother’s house that night, he told the 
court. 

But Mr Farmer said that Davina sent 
her mother a text message “expressing 
affection and appreciation” for the 
outing, which “floored” her. 

Another trip to Lakeside was then 
set up for the next day, the court 
heard. 

The girls went to bed at their 
mother’s home at 11.30pm that night, 
with Kumari-Baker following just after 
midnight. 

Mr Farmer said that Kumari-Baker 
was lying in bed awake at 2.30am. 
Wearing a nightdress, she then went 
downstairs and “equipped herself” 
before going into Davina’s room. 

Mr Farmer told the court: “In the 
course of attacking Davina as she lay 
asleep in bed, Davina woke up. But to 
no effect, because by then, the 
defendant had geared herself up.” 

He added: “Although Davina may 
have tried to resist and tried to move 
away, she (Kumari-Baker) went on 
stabbing.” 

There were 39 stab wounds inflicted 
on Davina and Kumari-Baker did not 
stop “until she was quite satisfied that 
Davina was dead”, Mr Farmer said. 

Kumari-Baker then moved on to 
Jasmine’s room, the court heard. Mr 
Farmer said there was “some move¬ 
ment” by Jasmine, who did not resist 
to the same degree as Davina. 

The court heard that Kumari- 
Baker then made a sequence of car 
journeys. She drove towards Ely, 
then returned home and took a 
shower before going out again. 

Kumari-Baker went on to say she 
intended to take her own life, the 
court heard. 

But Mr Farmer said: “The action of 
killing them both physically and 
mentally exhausted her. She could 
no longer bring herself to kill 
herself.” 

At 6.26am Kumari-Baker called a 
friend, Natalie Boyes-Bardett, who is a 
special police constable, and told her 
the girls were dead. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett arrived at the 
house with her flatmate, Sgt Jenny 
Johnstone, who arrested Kumari- 
Baker. 

Mr Farmer said that in a series of 
police interviews, Kumari-Baker 
showed “virtually no memory” of 
events that night. 

Psychiatric assessments carried out 


in custody showed “no sign of mental 
illness”, he added. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett broke down in 
tears as she described seeing the 
dead bodies of the two teenage girls 
in their bedrooms. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett, a friend of 
Kumari-Baker’s for about 10 years, 
picked up a message left on her 
answerphone on the morning of the 
killings. 

The message, from Kumari-Baker, 
said: “I’ve done something terrible - 
please call me.” 

When Mrs Boyes-Barlett returned 
the call, Kumari-Baker said “the 
children are dead”. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett told the court: “I 
didn’t believe any of it was true for a 
moment.” 

Kumari-Baker asked Mrs Boyes- 
Bartlett to drive to Stretham from her 
home in Huntingdon. 

On the way, there was a series of 
telephone conversations between the 
two. In one, Kumari-Baker is alleged 
to have said: “Please get here quickly. 
It’s awful, it’s horrific. I don’t know 
what to do.” 

On arriving, Mrs Boyes-Bartlett 
asked her why she had done it, 
summing up the reply as: “She had 
been thinking about it for a few days. 
She said she didn’t know why she had 
done that today. She just woke up 
and decided to do that there and 
then.” 


As she described going up the stairs 
and into Davina’s bedroom, Mrs 
Boyes-Bartlett broke down in tears. 

Mr Farmer said Davina was 
“slumped on her knees”. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett said that when 
she went downstairs, Kumari-Baker 
“asked when David, her ex-husband, 
would be told of what happened”. 

She also “asked me if I thought she 
would be allowed to attend the 
funerals for the girls”, Mrs Boyes- 
Bartlett said. 

Kumari-Baker said she bought the 
knives “a couple of days beforehand”, 
the court heard. 

Mrs Boyes-Bartlett said: “She told 
me it had been her intention to use 
those knives to kill the children. I 
understood it to be that when she 
bought them, she knew why she was 
buying them.” 

The court also heard David Baker 
describe Davina as “feisty, outgoing 
and extrovert” while Jasmine was 
“quieter and intellectual”. 

He said his younger daughter was a 
“happy child” and described how she 
“bounded up the stairs” of his home 
on her last visit. He said the girls told 
him they were returning to Lakeside 
on the Tuesday as they had arrived late 
the previous night. 

He described Kumari-Baker as a 
“stern mother”, adding: “She would 
see my style of parenting as not as 
strict as hers.” 

The case continues.

No post as Royal Mail workers strike again 


THOUSANDS of people will 
not receive their mail on 
Monday as postal workers 
in Ely and Soham go out on 
strike for the second time 
in a month. 

The Communications 
Workers’ Union (CWU) has 
confirmed that workers 
employed at both Ely and 


Cambridge will take ind¬ 
ustrial action for 24 hours. 

It comes after Royal Mail 
announced it wants to 
reduce the workforce in 
offices across the UK, in¬ 
cluding 17 staff in Ely and 
surrounding villages. 

The strike will also affect 
residents living in Hadden- 


ham and Isleham. 

Steve Butts, CWU 
spokesman, said: “This is a 
last resort response from 
our members following the 
decision by Royal Mail to 
deploy new working arr¬ 
angements at the end of 
September without agree¬ 
ment.” 


Royal Mail plans to cut 10 
jobs in Ely, three in Soham, 
two in Sutton and one each 
in Littleport and Isleham. 

In a bid to solve the issue, 
the CWU has offered Royal 
Mail a three-month mora¬ 
torium from all industrial 
action but that was 
rejected. 


A Royal Mail spokesman 
said: “We condemn the 
CWU for striking over 
much-needed modern¬ 
isation and change which 
had already been succ¬ 
essfully implemented by 
our people in the majority 
of offices around the UK 
and is working well.”

Dreams of 
new room 
go as store 
shuts doors 


A DISABLED toddler has been 
left without the bedroom of her 
dreams - and now her “furious” 
parents are demanding answers. 

Little Lucy Johnson was all set to 
move into her new bedroom this month 
after her parents splashed out around 
£800 for new furniture. 

Suffering with epilepsy, 3-year-old 
Lucy, from Littleport, is visually imp¬ 
aired and can only see daylight. 

She also has fits several times a day 
and has serious growth impediments, 
meaning she cannot crawl, walk or even 
support herself. 

Her parents, Andrew Johnson and 
Sharon Brown, have been extending 
their home, on Meadow Court, during 
the last two years to provide Lucy with a 
bigger bedroom. 

It has also been equipped with spec¬ 
ialist hoists and, having been decorated, 
the couple visited Witchford-based 
Fenland Interiors in July to buy new 
bedroom furniture. 

The couple found a bed, wardrobes 
and other equipment that they thought 
Lucy would like, and paid for it all, with 
the agreement that it would be ready for 
them when they returned from a break 
last week.

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But on their return, they discovered 
the furniture store had closed down and 
they have been unable to contact its 
owner, David Pettit. 

Sharon said: “We are furious and 
disgusted. 

“We were given a donation of £500 by 
Racing Welfare, based in Newmarket, 
because Andrew’s granddad was a 
jockey. 

“They wanted to help us and we put 
the rest of the money towards giving 
Lucy a dream bedroom because she has 
been through so much. So this is 
charity’s money that has been taken, as 
well as ours. 

“If this was for us, it would be easier 
but this for our little girl.” 

The couple had ordered, and paid for, 
a single pine bed with a heart engraved 
on it, a blanket box with ‘Toys’ written 
on the front and a wardrobe with fitted 
drawers. 

The couple, who have two other 
children, even asked for the furniture to 
be painted a buttermilk colour so that it 
would match Lucy’s newly-decorated 
bedroom. 


Woman dies 


after blaze 


INVESTIGATIONS are under way after an 
elderly woman from Ely died following a 
fire at her sheltered accommodation. 

The woman died after suffering serious 
injuries in the fire at Baird Lodge in the 
city’s Lumley Close. The blaze broke out in 
her bedroom at around 7.25pm last Friday. 

Two fire crews were called to the prop¬ 
erty, which is managed by Sanctuary 
Hereward Housing, and found a fire inside 
her bedroom. 

The woman was rescued and taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital but was then 
transferred to a specialist burns unit at 
Broomfield Hospital, in Essex. 

The woman, who the fire service con¬ 
firmed was elderly, died in the unit on 
Saturday evening. 

A neighbour, who did not want to be 
named, said: “I am really shocked. She was 
a lovely woman.” 

The cause of the fire is believed to be 
accidental. 

Baird Lodge was built in 1999 and has 35 
flats with 25 single and 10 double bed¬ 
rooms. It is an extra care scheme with on¬ 
site care staff present at all times. 

A spokesman from Sanctuary Extra Care 
said: “We are saddened to hear about the 
death of one of our residents at Baird Lodge 
and our thoughts are with their family at 
this difficult time. 

“We are currently awaiting the fire 
officer’s report to fully establish the cause of 
the fire and are unable to confirm any more 
details at this stage.” 

The name of the victim will not be 
released until an inquest into her death has 
been opened and adjourned, which is 
expected to take place later this week.

But without the new furniture, Lucy is 
still sleeping in a cot bed in her existing 
bedroom, which is too small. 

Sharon added: “The cot bed is not big 
enough for her now and we need this 
new bed. 

“We have paid for all of this furniture 
so we are entitled to have it. 

“Lucy’s conditions are incurable so we 
want to make this bedroom something 
really special.” 

The couple have been trying to track 
Mr Pettit down via Grovemere Prop¬ 
erties, which owns the the Lancaster 
Way business park, where Fenland 
Interiors used to operate. 

But a spokeswoman said they had 
been able to trace him since the store 
closed its doors late last month. 

Mr Pettit was unavailable for comm¬ 
ent.

Fire service’s new moves to help speed up tyre blaze burn out 


LITTLEPORT residents are still 
being urged to keep their win¬ 
dows and doors closed, almost 
three weeks after a massive 
blaze broke out in their village. 

The Health Protection Agen¬ 
cy is warning those who live 
near the tyre recycling plant, 
Murfitts, on Wisbech Road, to 
be especially cautious. 


The warning comes after the 
village came to a standstill on 
Friday, August 21, when 200 
tonnes of tyres went up in 
flames at the industrial area. 

Residents told the Weekly 
News of their “living nightmare” 
as Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service announced it 
would have to let the fire burn 


out. Almost 21 days after the fire 
first started, smoke can still be 
seen rising from the site. 

But the fire service has now 
confirmed that two small piles 
of rubber have been fully 
extinguished. 

Heavy machinery has been 
used to drag the piles out and 
dampen them down with water. 


During the week, firefighters 
will continue to drag out piles 
that are smouldering and look 
to trial a number of wetting 
agents to determine if the 
damping down process can be 
sped up. 

A spokeswoman for the 
service said: “This will be a 
lengthy process as there is a 


great deal of material still to 
deal with. 

“Residents will see an in¬ 
crease in the amount of smoke 
while we are damping down the 
smouldering remains and East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil will be continuously moni¬ 
toring this while work is being 
carried out.”

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Bridge fix bill 
angers driver 


A MOTORIST who could 
have died after her car 
crashed through a 
bridge barrier has been 
left with a £34,000 bill. 

Alma Ryman’s Kia Sorento 
plunged 20ft into a freezing 
river after she lost control and 
broke through what she des¬ 
cribed as “weak” fencing. 

She managed to escape 
through a window before the 
car sank, and suffered only 
minor cuts and bruises. 

But she was stunned after 
receiving a letter from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
claiming the cost of the 
barrier’s repair from her 
insurers. 

Alma, who lives in Manea 
with husband Tony, branded 
the demand “sickening”. 

She said: “If the bridge was 
properly built in the first place 
this would never have hap¬ 
pened. I was lucky to escape 
with my life. 

“When I went through it, it 
was like chicken wire. That 
barrier was plain dangerous 
but if I had died I think they 
would still try to get the 
money for repairs. 

“It’s sickening what they 
have done and I was fuming 
when the letter came through. 
They are bringing the fright¬ 
ening experience back.” 

The drama took place near 
Chatteris as Alma was driving 
to visit her daughter in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

She lost control of her car as 
she drove across Horseway 
Bridge, and slid into the crash 
barrier. But the wire and metal 
barrier crumpled and her car 
plunged 20ft into the river. 

Alma managed to escape, 
thanks to a passer-by. 

She received the letter from 
the council last weekend, 
claiming £34,000 from her 
motor insurance policy to pay 
for repairs to the bridge. 

Alma added: “I should be 
claiming compensation from 
the council because I know 
the bridge wasn’t up to 
scratch.

“The car just slid as if I was 
driving on ice. 

“I crashed my car because 
the road was muddy and the 
barrier was just not strong 
enough.” 

A council spokesman def¬ 
ended the bill, adding: “From 
evidence available to us, inclu¬ 
ding an independent witness 
of the incident, we believe it is 
right to claim from the driver’s 
motor insurance policy for the 
cost of reinstating the damage 
to the bridge rather than the 
taxpayer footing the bill. 

“The matter is proceeding 
through the usual legal and 
insurance procedures and as 
such it would be wrong for us 
to comment further.”

Pensioner denies six 
charges of pet cruelty 


A DISABLED farmer accused 
of neglecting three pet parr¬ 
ots has denied all six animal 
cruelty charges brought 
against him. 

John Smith, of Cophall 
Drove, Pymoor, is alleged to 
have caused unnecessary 
suffering to an African grey 
parrot, a red-fronted Amazon 
and a princess parakeet. 

The 76-year-old, who only 
has one arm, is also charged 
with failing to ensure the 
welfare of the birds. 


Appearing at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last week, 
Smith pleaded not guilty to 
all six charges, insisting the 
birds had not been mis¬ 
treated. 

The police and RSPCA 
pressed charges after raiding 
the pensioner’s farm in 
March, when they came 
across the parrots. 

Smith will stand trial at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on Dec¬ 
ember 3. He was released on 
unconditional bail.

“A couple of team mem¬ 
bers left due to the move 
but the six remaining were 
so dedicated they worked 
extra days or worked alone, 
rather than in pairs which is 
normal practise, to ensure 
there was someone on duty 
for the witnesses. 

“Their loyalty merits rec¬ 
ognition and reward.” 

Within weeks of moving 
into the new courthouse in 
St Andrew’s Street, the team 
put together a plan to imp¬ 
rove services for vulnerable 
victims and witnesses. 

The Witness Service is 
part of the national charity 
Victim Support, which helps 
victims, witnesses and their 
families cope with the after- 
math of crime. 

The winners will be ann¬ 
ounced on October 20.

Temptation led to 
theft - councillor 


A VILLAGE councillor who stole 
mobile phones from a super¬ 
market because they posed “too 
much temptation” has appeared 
before court. 

Elaine Adams was spotted by staff at 
the Ely branch of Tesco as she cut 
security tags and emptied mobile phones 
from their boxes and hid them in her 
rucksack. 

The Stuntney Village Council member 
admitted stealing goods worth £311.14 
when she appeared before Cambridge 
magistrates last Friday. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said Adams, 
of Hallfield Terrace, Stuntney, paid for 
some items in her trolley but concealed 
the phones before she went to the till. 

When challenged about the theft, Mr 
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Brown said: “She explained with regard to 
the incident: ‘There’s too much 
temptation in here for me’.” 

All the goods were retrieved and 
Adams, 51, was too distressed to give a 
full interview to police officers. 

Elfreda Sarfo, mitigating, said Adams 
used to work in quality control but lost 
her job following a motorbike accident in 
2002. 

Miss Sarfo said Adams’s mother then 
became ill and died, leading to dep¬ 
ression, and she suffers from diabetes 
which is “unmanageable”. 

Further setbacks included the death of 
two close friends in rapid succession, one 


dying on the day of the other’s funeral, 
and her partner of 23 years recently 
suffered two strokes. 

Miss Sarfo said Adams was having 
counselling and undergoing treatment 
but the stress of a court appearance had 
caused a deterioration in her condition. 

She said Adams had been contacted by 
Tesco under its civil recovery programme 
and had paid £229.13 to cover the cost of 
items that could not be sold, as well as 
Tesco’s costs in bringing that civil action.

She is mortified and ashamed of her 
behaviour.” 

Magistrates gave Adams a 12-month 
conditional discharge. No costs were 
awarded against her.

'City bypass 
dead’ claim 
is rejected

AMBITIOUS plans to build a 
£25million southern bypass for Ely 
are “dead in the water”, East 
Cambridgeshire Liberal Demo¬ 
crats claim. 

In a bid to relieve congestion in Ely and 
its surrounding villages, transport bosses 
hope to eventually build a southern link 
road around the city. 

By including it in the city’s Masterplan, 
which will outline how Ely will grow over 
the next 20 years, they hope to also 
improve the A142 and transport links to the 
railway station. 

But the Lib Dems believe the Tory-run 
district council has been ordered to remove 
the major road from the Masterplan. 

They claim an inspector, which was 
appointed by the Government to review 
the council’s core strategy, has ordered the 
local authority to look at alternatives 
instead. 

Cllr Ian Allen, the party’s transport 
spokesman, said: “This is a major blow to 
the Masterplan. 

“The whole project hinged on the 
southern bypass and now the Government 
has ordered that it be discarded. 

“We have said, time and time again, that 
we should be fully investigating the 
alternatives to solving Ely’s traffic problems 
and now common sense has prevailed.” 

The Lib Dems say the inspector made 
the decision following representations 
from English Heritage, which said the 
bypass should be replaced with “more 
flexible wording” for major improvements 
totheA142. 

But district council leader, Cllr Fred 
Brown, said the Lib Dems were “mis¬ 
leading” the public. 

He said: “Reports of the death of the Ely 
Masterplan and the southern link road are 
inaccurate and very misleading.

“The Government is very aware of the 
problems of the bottle neck where the A142 
crosses the tracks at Ely railway station. 

“We are working to find a solution to end 
the slow suffocation of our economic 
strength by congestion. 

“The Liberal Democrats know all this 
and that the inspector recognises the need 
for major improvements on the A142 as 
highlighted through the Ely Masterplan. 

“We are closer than we ever have been to 
resolving this problem and we are not 
about to stop now.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council brand¬ 
ed the Lib Dems’ claims “nonsense”. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, cabinet member for 
growth, infrastructure and strategic 
planning, said: “Suggestions that the 
planning inspector has ruled out a 
southern bypass are complete nonsense. 

“I want to reassure the community that 
plans for this road are not dead, and that 
solutions to the problem of the level 
crossing and possible funding are being 
progressed with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Cambridgeshire Horizons 
and the Department for Transport.”

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Health trust’s warning of 
£ 25 million budget crises 


THE NHS trust that pays for 
hospital and GP care in 
Cambridgeshire has warned it 
may have to save £25 million 
next year. 

NHS Cambridgeshire, the county’s 
primary care trust (PCT), said the 
savings would pose “a significant risk 
to the ongoing financial sustainability 
of the PCT”. 

In a report to the trust’s board, 
finance director John Leslie said 
“immediate action” was needed to 
find recurrent savings between now 
and the end of the financial year, or 
savings of £25 million would be 
needed in 2010/11. 

That sum for 2010/11 includes a 
£14 million repayment to the East of 
England Strategic Health Authority 
on the trust’s historic debt, which 
stood at £35 million at the beginning 
of the current financial year. 

The trust recently attracted 
criticism for closing a continuing care

ward at Brookfields Hospital and a 
mental health unit at Wessex Place, 
both in Cambridge. 

Andrew Lansley, the shadow health 
secretary and MP for Cambridgeshire 
South, said: “We know that NHS 
Cambridgeshire has had serious 
problems for a number of years, 
which they have been trying hard to 
work their way out of. 

“Nonetheless, it is frankly dist¬ 
ressing that in circumstances where 
resources (from Government) are 
growing by nearly 11 per cent, they 
are in a situation of substantial 
financial difficulty.

Martin Booth, chairman of the 
Cambridge health branch of Unison, 
said: “This very serious financial 
situation at the PCT is going to affect 
the whole health service in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, and certainly Adden- 
brooke’s. 

“Yet again we are calling on the 
Government to provide the funding 


that health services in the county 
need for the demand that is obviously 
there.” 

Mr Leslie said: “The board paper 
was highlighting the current worsen¬ 
ing trend in acute activity and setting 
the scene for the impact going for¬ 
ward; we believe it is based on a 
worst-case scenario. 

“The board and the executive 
management team will monitor the 
situation closely and have imp¬ 
lemented recovery actions to 
minimise the overall impact. 

“NHS Cambridgeshire has a good 
record of financial management and 
is currently achieving financial 
balance and repaying its historic 
debt.” 

He said the report “was not an 
indication of service cuts, but a 
forward-looking planning review as 
would be expected of any org¬ 
anisation in the current economic 
times”.

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Drink-driver was 
on way to inferno

A LITTLEPORT man who drove 
home to catch a glimpse of a huge 
fire in his village ended up in a 
drama of his own - after forgetting 
he had been drinking alcohol. 

Carl Billimore went to Littleport to see the 
thick black smoke billowing from tyre 
recycling plant Murfitts on the afternoon of 
August 21. 

The blaze saw the village come to a 
standstill when 200 tonnes of tyres went up 
in flames and residents were urged to keep 
their homes sealed. 

People looked on in shock and motorists 
driving along the A10 pulled over to witness 
the inferno, which could be seen up to 50 
miles away. 

But 41-year-old Billimore did not make it 
close to the blaze, after ploughing his sister’s 
Ford Focus into a tractor. 

The self-declared “idiot” had been drink¬ 
ing alcohol at his brother’s house before he 
got behind the wheel and crashed on Black 
Bank Road. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “There 
were some PCSOs who were on duty in 
Littleport when the accident happened. 

“They went over to speak to Mr Billimore 
and noticed he smelt strongly of alcohol, 
which is when they called their colleagues to 
the scene. Mr Billimore failed a roadside 
breath test and was arrested.” 

At Ely police station, he gave a reading of 
67 micrograms of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Billimore pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court to driving a vehicle while above the 
legal alcohol limit. 

The bench heard it was not the first time 
he had been caught drink-driving, as he was 
also caught in October 1998. 

His sister’s car was written off in the 
accident. 

Unrepresented in court, Billimore, of 
Sandys Crescent, said: “I had been at my 
brother’s house and heard about the fire so I 
rushed to see it. 

“I completely forgot I had been drinking 
but had only had a couple of cans. 

“I know I should not have done it and I am 
old enough to know better. I have been an 
idiot.” 

Presiding magistrate, Harvey Harrison, 
disqualified Billimore from driving for 18 
months. He was also fined £100 and ordered 
to pay £100 in court costs and a victim 
surcharge. 

Mr Harrison said: “You have been here 
before so you knew what the consequences 
of drink- driving were. 

“You must learn from this now.”

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Strengthen 
drink laws, 
MP pleads 


TOUGH action is needed to curb 
the uncontrolled spread in binge 
drinking, a Cambridgeshire MP has 
claimed. 

Latest Home Office crime figures revealed 
that in Fenland there were 1,196 violent att¬ 
acks against individuals last year, with 
national statistics suggesting 562 were 
caused by people under the influence of 
alcohol. 

Conservative MP Malcolm Moss, who 
represents North East Cambridgeshire, 
blamed the surge in changes to the 
licensing laws introduced by the Labour 
Government in 2005, which he said made it 
easier to get a licence to sell alcohol. 

He said: “When I was shadow minister for 
licensing, I repeatedly argued that the new 
rules introduced by Labour would create 
more problems than it solved. The 
Government, however, was adamant that 
looser regulations on the sale of alcohol and 
24-hour licensing should be introduced. 

“While we don’t want a return to the old 
days where every pub shut at 11pm, it is 
evident that Labour’s licensing laws are too 
soft. The Government should have intro¬ 
duced measures that gave local councils 
greater powers to tackle binge drinking, and

made it easier for local councils and 
residents to oppose applications for 24- 
hour premises. 

“As shadow minister, I repeatedly called 
for this but the Government wouldn’t budge 
on its 24-hour licensing experiment. Tony 
Blair claimed that our drinking habits 
would become more ‘continental’ but what 
we have instead is growing under-age 
drinking, binge drinking and booze-related 
violence. 

“Local councils need to be given the 
powers to tackle these problems so that 
socially responsible people can be able to 
enjoy a night out without fear of violence.” 

Last month, a survey by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News , found that many 
readers were in favour of tougher action to 
tackle the binge-drinking culture. 

The most popular proposed measure was 
stiffer punishment for drink-related 
offences, supported by 20 per cent of 
respondents, followed by raising the 
minimum drinking age to 21 (17 per cent) 
and cracking down on licensees who serve 
drunk people (17 per cent).

Fen water management 
under threat, says CLA

LOBBYING against the 
potential loss of the 
expert local knowledge 
that has guided water 
management, drainage 
and inland flood 
protection in 
Cambridgeshire for 
generations will be the 
first task for Marc 
Heading, new county 
chairman of the CLA 
(Country Land and 
Business Association). 

Mr Heading, who farms land 
below sea level on the Fens near 
Chatteris, fears that proposals 
in the Draft Flood and Water 
Management Bill will adversely 
affect the operation of Internal 
Drainage Boards, in turn 
affecting land and property over 
1.2 million hectares of some of 
the most vulnerable land in 
England, Cambridgeshire in 
particular. 

The proposal is to regionalise 
the boards, a move which 
would cut them off from the 
local knowledge that is so 
essential, the CLA, in tandem 
with the Association of 
Drainage Authorities, is arguing. 

The local boards are made up 
of those representing property 
and business interests within 
each water area, which means 
management is as a whole 
water system, optimising both 
drainage, so the water can be 


moved on towards the sea, and 
collection, so that water is 
available when needed for 
people, agriculture and the 
environment. 

“Inevitably our work is 
measured by what does not 
happen rather than what does, 
which means that if flooding 
does not occur frequently the 
value of what we do is, and 
should be, invisible,” says Mr 
Heading, who is chairman of 
the Curf andWimblington 
board. 


“But it is precisely because we 
continually maintain, improve 
and watch over our catchment 
that we are able to reduce the 
flood risk - for our own land 
and for the homes and 
properties around us. 

“The system has worked 
efficiently for decades because 
the boards reflect local 
knowledge. We board members 
know the way that water is likely 
to react in our own local area 
under a whole range of climatic 
conditions and therefore know 


the measures that need to be 
taken. 

“We have real concern that 
this Bill, by altering the boards 
out of all recognition, has the 
potential to increase the risk of 
flooding. And we seem set to be 
doing this just at a time when 
we should be extending the 
level of protection to people, 
property and public 
infrastructure as part of our 
response to climate change. 

“Can a regional body, 
operating over a large area, sited 



far away from many of the 
catchments for which it is 
responsible and whose 
members cannot possibly keep 
abreast with all that is 
happening within all those 
remote catchments, really be as 
effective as the present boards?” 

“Government has a tendency 
always to centralise and impose 
control from above. The boards 
are an excellent example of the 
effectiveness of local, ground- 
level management. To abandon 
all this would be supreme folly.” 

Mr Heading, who comes 
from generations of farmers 
locally, manages 4,500 acres of 
arable land with potatoes, 
onions and freezing peas the 
principal crops. 
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Still in love, 65 years on 



AUTTLEPORT couple, who 
met while out biking through 
the Fens, celebrated their 
65th wedding anniversary 
last week.

Council's van 
storage woes 


A TRANSIT van used by staff at Ely 
Cemetery is creating headaches for 
the City of Ely Council. 

A maintenance worker used to park the 
white van, which boasts the council’s 
emblem, in his driveway overnight. But 
since he retired last month, the council has 
been struggling to find a suitable area to 
leave it, without it being vandalised or 
broken in to. 

And with a new maintenance supervisor 
not due to start work until October, 
everything from a 20ft storage container to 
a gated enclosure to park it in has been 
considered. 

City councillor Ron Bradney, owner of 
The Atrium leisure centre, on Newnham 
Street, has even offered to park it in the 
centre’s car park until a permanent 
solution is found.

“And we are also working on plans for 
new work sheds to be built down at the 
cemetery. 

“It would be silly not to incorporate a 
parking space in those plans, which 
hopefully will be passed.” 

Councillors had considered erecting 
gates either side of the archway through 
die chapels for the van to be parked behind 
overnight. But the idea was dismissed amid 
concerns about the effects the gates would 
have on the chapels’ appearance. 

Members of the cemetery committee 
also raised the idea of buying a 20ft 
container to store equipment, while the 
van is parked in the cemetery garage, but 
that was considered too expensive. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “We have been con¬ 
sidering lots of ideas and are grateful to Cllr 
Bradney’s offer but that is definitely not the 
best of places. 

“We currendy have it parked somewhere 
safe at the cemetery, so we are not as 
concerned as we were.” 

The council hopes to have a permanent, 
secure area for parking the van in the 
cemetery, providing plans are approved.

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a cycle track, bridge 
and wetland habitats as part 
of the ambitious Wicken Fen 
Vision have been deferred. 

Planning chiefs have postponed 
making a decision on the National 
Trust’s proposals until a thorough 
site visit has been conducted. East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee said it wanted 
to assess the impact the work would 
have on the area before making a 
decision. 

The proposals could see further 
work carried out as part of the 
National Trust’s vision, which aims 
to create a massive nature reserve 
and cycle route near Ely. 

The plans put before the 
committee focus on Reach Lode in 
Swaffham Prior and involve the 
construction of a cycle track from 
High Bridge to Straight Drove. 

There are also plans to build a 
three-metre wide bridge for public 
access across Reach Lode, including

embankments, which has created 
uproar among nearby residents. 

The plans also include creating 
two wetland habitat areas and 
temporary buildings to aid with 
construction of the bridge and 
other work. 

The scheme is part of a £2million 
project to transform 22 square miles 
of former wetlands between 
Cambridge and Soham into a haven 
for wildlife, local people and 
visitors. 

But the deferral is one of many 
the National Trust has had to face 
on the project. 

Many landowners criticise the 
revamp of such prime farmland 
into a “jungle”, including resident 
Geoffrey Woollard, who is spear¬ 


heading a campaign against the 
project. 

Speaking after the planning 
meeting, Mr Woollard said: “I think 
this deferral is good news and 
shows the committee does have 
concerns. 

“I regard the proposed bridge as 
an obtrusive and unneeded 
excrescence in these otherwise 
attractive Fens.” 

But the district council’s head of 
planning and sustainable develop¬ 
ment, Giles Hughes, said the 
deferral did not necessarily mean 
the plans would be refused. 

Mr Hughes said: “People should 
not read into this deferral. It is not a 
decision and does not mean the 
plans have, or will be refused. 

“Members want to go on a site 
visit so they can look at the impact 
the bridge and other proposed 
works could have on the area. 

“I must also point out that we are 
looking at these plans as a specific 
application and not at the Wicken 
Fen Vision as a whole.” 

A decision on the plans, which 
are recommended for approval, will 
be made at a later date.

How to keep 
lawn bugs at 


W hile it is good to 

encourage wildlife 
into our gardens, 
there are some insects and 
animals which will play 
havoc with our lawns this 
autumn. 

Major pests which can 
transform a lawn from stunning to 
shabby in a matter of months 
include leatherjackets, better 
known in their adult form as 
daddylonglegs (orcraneflies). 

The adult cranefly lays its eggs 
in autumn, and the larvae can 
devour a lawn over the winter 
months, leaving a patchy and 
unsightly mess by summer. 

The recent milder winters have 
exaggerated the problem, allowing 
a longer feeding period for the 
leatherjackets. Tell-tale signs of an 
infestation begin to show in 
spring, when you will notice bald 
patches and white grass on the 
lawn. 

As with most things, prevention 
is better than cure. To avoid this 
occurring the lawn should be 
treated in autumn, when the earth 
is still warm and moist. 

The most environmentally- 
friendly method is a biological 
remedy known as a nematode, 
which reacts best under these 
conditions, according to lawn-care 
specialists TruGreen ( www.tru 
green.co.uk) 

Lawn enthusiasts may see other 
creatures such as worms and ants 
as pests. But while worm casts 
may drive some gardeners mad, 
remember that they are 
conditioning and aerating the soil 
under the lawn roots, so just brush

the casts away on a dry morning. 

Ant-hills may also appear on 
your lawn, but ants provide food 
for green woodpeckers, so again 
just brush them away if they’re 
annoying you. 

Brown patches caused by bitch 
urine are another problem. The 
only answer is to provide the 
animal with her own toilet area. 
Male dog urine doesn’t scorch. If 
you see it happening, throw a 
bucket of water over the affected 
area or go over it thoroughly with 
the hosepipe to stop the grass 
scorching. 

Chafer grubs gnaw at the grass 
roots in spring and summer, 
leaving small brown patches of 
grass. They often appear in sandy 
areas, but they aren’t as 
troublesome as leatherjackets, 
and control measures aren’t often 
needed. Use a roller in spring to 
crush the grubs. 

Moles are one of the main 
nuisances to lawn enthusiasts, 
destroying the even surface of the 
grass as hills pop up all over the 
place. Some people throw 
mothballs down the holes to 
discourage them, others use 
paraffin, burning paper, creosote 
or emulsified castor oil. There are 


pesky 

bay 

a number of deterrents on the 
market ranging from solar devices, 
which deter them by sonic 
vibration, to plain old traps. 

If you can’t get rid of them, 
collect up the mole-hill earth to 
use as a lawn-top dressing. 

Birds will not generally damage 
an established lawn, but they can 
be a nuisance on newly-seeded 
areas as they use the seed bed as a 
dust bath. To avoid part of the 
problem, try to get rid of the 
underground grubs such as 
leatherjackets which attract them. 

Once you have seeded the lawn, 
stretch fruit netting taut between 
pegs 10cm above the ground over 
the newly-seeded area. 

One type of bee, the mining bee, 
makes its nest under lawns and 
paths, leaving a small conical 
mound of earth on the surface, but 
this can simply be scattered before 
mowing and doesn’t need drastic 
action. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Callicarpa (Beauty berry) 

The beauty of this deciduous 
shrub is seen in the autumn when 
the leaves have turned red or 
violet. When they fall, they reveal 
beautiful purple berries on bare 
stems, which last until Christmas. 

Among the best is C bodinieri 
var giraldii ‘Profusion’, which grows 
to around three metres and 
produces pale pink flowers in 
midsummer before its leaves turn 
red, coinciding with clusters of 
shining, bright violet berries. 

A smaller, more delicate variety 
is C japonica, which reaches about 
lm in height and produces pink 
flowers and violet berries. 

Callicarpa are happiest in full 
sunshine or light, dappled shade, 
in well-drained, fertile soil. They 
are best planted in groups to 
ensure that berries are formed. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Basil 

It’s a bit of a tricky one because it 
likes a warm climate and 
protection from bad weather, but if 
you love the delicious flavour, it’s 
worth persevering. 

Basil seeds are also expensive, so 
you might take a leaf out of TV 
gardener Joe Swift’s latest book and 
buy a pot of live basil from a 
supermarket in late spring, knock 
out the contents and divide the 
clumps of seedlings into individual 
plants. 

Joe grew his outside on his 
allotment. He gave the pot a good 
watering, knocked out the 
contents and divided the clumps, 
planting them around 15cm apart, 
watered them again and waited. 

“I got a few complaints, mainly 
from plant centres and herb 
specialists saying I couldn’t do 
what I’d just done. They said the 
plants would fail,” he says. 

“Despite an abysmal month of 
weather, the plants not only 
survived but positively thrived. I 
was cutting fresh basil for weeks.” 

If you split the plant, plant it in 
well-drained soil and protect it 
with a cloche, it should be okay. 

Basil hates frost, so any sowings 
will need to be indoors on a sunny 
windowsill until May or June.

ESP set to be a must 


HERE’S a car conun¬ 
drum: you can’t see it, 
you may not even know 
you have it, but you 
benefit vastly from it 
and, by 2014, every new 
motor has to have it. 

What is it? 


It’s the Electronic Stability 
Programme, or ESP 
Introduced by Bosch 14 
years ago, ESP is a life-saving 
safety system which com¬ 
bines three technologies. 

It is a vehicle active 
chassis braking safety 
programme, which can 


prevent a car going into a 
potentially dangerous skid. 
It marries anti-lock braking, 
traction control and 
electronic stability. 

Bosch has put together a 
special website if you want 
to see this life-saver in 
action. Go online to 
www. bosch-esperience. co. uk 
to view track-driving 
demonstrations, and anima¬ 
tions of how the kit works. 

It has been so successful 
since its 1995 launch that 
more and more makers have 
striven to make ESP a 
standard-fit on new cars. 

Some 81 per cent of new 
cars registered in Germany 
last year, for instance, came 
with ESP. That’s good, but for 
a system that can prevent up 
to 80 per cent of all skidding 
accidents, it should be a 
more universal fit. 

The market that currently 
misses it most is that of 
small cars - yet it’s just as 


important here as it is in 
larger motors. 

The US already has 
legislation in place to make 
ESP mandatory in new 
vehicles, and European 
countries’ output must have 
it fitted by 2011, before it 
becomes a legal require¬ 
ment worldwide in 2014. 

Adrian Walsh, director of 
RoadSafe, a leading UK road 
safety forum, has backed the 
drive for cheaper runabouts 
to have electronic stability 
control fitted sooner. 

Several city cars and 
superminis being sold in the 
UK don’t even offer the 
system as an option. 

Superminis, for example, 
account for a third of all UK 
new car registrations, but 
electronic stability was fitted 
as standard on only 9 per 
cent of vehicles registered in 
the first half of 2008, and 
added as an option on 
another 5 per cent. 


That means 86 per cent of 
superminis registered in the 
first six months of last year 
took to the roads without it. 

Recent research, too, by 
Britain’s Department for 
Transport suggests that 
vehicles equipped with ESP 
are 25 per cent less likely to 
be involved in a fatal crash 
than those without it. 

That equates to 380 fatal 
crashes and the reduction of 
injuries by 7,800. 

Doctor Werner Struth, 
president of the Bosch 
chassis systems control 
division, says: “Small cars 
remain our main concern.” 

The other vital warning 
here, given the forthcoming 
2011 European legislation, is 
for this year’s new-car 
buyers to ensure they source 
a vehicle that has ESP fitted 
- otherwise they could find 
potential customers walking 
away from it at sell-on time 
in two or three years’ time.

Fiat’s little Charmer 


Fiat’s got a 
winner: 500C 
wins hearts on 
first sight. 


prepared for some heavy buffeting at 
higher speeds. When the roof is fully 
down it sits neatly behind the rear 
seats which means you have your 
boot space filled and rear visibility 
greatly reduced, but this is when the 
first of the over-sized features, the 
wing mirrors, come into play. 

The over-sizing isn’t a bad thing - 
in fact I think it’s part of the appeal. 
The large wing mirrors obviously 
allow you to easily see more of the 
road behind you, but they’re also 
quirky and part of the charm of this 
modern city car. The door handles 
are well-sized too and inside you 
push the handle inwards to lock the 
car. The front sports seats are 
generously sized and there’s two 
seats in the back, although probably 
best to keep full car capacity for 
shorter trips (unless your rear 
passengers are children) as leg room 
is a little on the short side. 

I was testing the 1.3 turbodiesel 
Multijet Pop (it’s also available in 1.2 
and 1.4 petrol guises), which has a 
top speed of 103mph and goes from 
0-60 in a rather lengthy 12.5 seconds. 
So getting to 60 takes a while but 
once there the Fiat 500C can easily 
hold its own on the motorway. In 
town, the Fiat feels right at home 
and the light steering and short gear 
shifts make city driving fun, 
although this is where the poor rear 
visibility becomes more apparent: I 
was grateful for the parking sensors, 
fitted as standard on the Lounge 
model and as an optional extra on 
the Pop. 

But the real surprise for me was 
fuel economy. After a week of going 
to and from work (a mere 12-mile 
round trip), with a few other

lengthier trips thrown in, I had 
averaged just over 50mpg for the 
whole week, which with a recorded 
average journey length of around 20 
minutes, means this little charmer 
gives you a lot of miles for your 
money. 

The Fiat 500C comes in 11 paint 
finishes with a colour- coded dash 
and matching seats. There are three 
interior trims with different fabrics 


or leather to choose from and more 
than 100 accessory combinations 
including, of course, a double coffee 
holder. 

So if you’re looking for a little slice 
of Italy beyond pizza and cakes why 
treat yourself to this head-turner?

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
